able to confine the fire to the build- 
ing, with some damage done to the 
Troy laundry, and to residences on 
the east of-the barn. For a period of 
thirty minutes the onlookers expect- 
ed the fire to get out of control and 
destroy the Troy laundry, which is 
one of the largest businesses of its

COMPREHENSIVE PLAN FOR 


RIVER WASHES 


On motion of Supervisor Sidney 


T. Graves, the board of supervisors 
appropriated $25,000 to be expended 
in making a flood control survey of 
the entire county last week. 


According to Supervisor Graves, 


engineers and surveyors will be cm- 
ployed six months in making the 
survey, the purpose of which is to 
unify the flood control program so 
that all construction work during 
the next 10 or 15 years will more 
effectively tie up the various flood 
control projects. 


E. C. Eaton, chief engineer of the 


flood control district, explained the 
survey will make it possible to save 
money and time in constructing 
channels and "in straightening and 
strengthening washes. He said that 
heretofore such work ha's at times 
been done without sufficient under- 
standing of the needs of flood men- 
aced areas at considerable distances 
from the actual construction work. 


"Wash-off streams in some sec- 


tions of the county may be more 
effectively taken care of in the flood 
control program by changing their 
course," Eaton explained. "If, for 
instance, such work is advisable, it 
is a waste of time and money to 
make changes in only a small part 
of the stream. For such reasons as 
that, the flood control district should

The headless and naked corpse of 


a murdered youth not more than 16 
years old was found ea^rly Thursday 
in a shallow ravine on the Hudson 
road about a half mile from Valley 
boulevard at Puente. 
The youth, 


who is unidentified, had been shot 
through the right lung. 


- The gruesome find was made by 
a'rancherj Lon Compton of El Monte, 
when he drove by. The body was 
covered with burlap sacks. The head 
could not be found. 


Footprints and auto tracks near 


by indicated that the decapitated 
body had been brought to the spot 
.in an automobile, dumped on the 
road and then carelessly covered.

Croushorn, who investigated, declar- 
ed the youth had undoubtedly been 
murdered elsewhere and the head 
cut off to prevent identification. Not 
a scrap of clothing or anything else 
which might furnish a clue to iden- 
tify him by was found. 


The head had been cleanly severed 


•with a sharp instrument. But a few 
drops of blood were found near the 
body, indicating clearly, the officers 
said, that the youth was dead when 
brought to the spot. It is believed 
the slayers placed the body there 
some time early Thursday morning. 
Coroner Nance was notified and pre- 
pared to move the body to the coun- 
ty morgue.

METHODIST CHURCH OF COVINA 


Days of the hitching post era, 


and the advent of the first automo-' 
bile, were rehearsed, incidental to 
church history at the dinner last 
Friday night commemorating the 
fortieth anniversary of the First 
Methodist Episcopal church of Co- 
vina, when pastors who have served 
the church down through the years 
were honored in a notable home- 
coming program.

Rev. S. H. Eny- 
eart. pastor from 1899 to 1901; Rev. 
Harry W. White. 1906-09; Rev. F. B. 
Cowgill. 1919-20: and Rev. H. B. 
Clark, 1923-24. were present at the 
places of honor, and of these, Rev. 
White gave an interesting talk based 
on incidents during his pastorate, and 
recounting much of the history of 
the church prior to his coming here. 
He displayed photographs of the old 
church building, with its hitch-rack 
accommodation in front, and told 
the story of his first automobile, a 
wonderful and even fearful machine 
in those days.

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MAJOR HIGHWAY PLANS FOR 


SAN GABRIEL VALLEY SHOWN 


BEFORE DEVELOPMENT BODY 


A comprehensive road plan, from 


Pasadena, South Pasadena, Alham- 
bra and Monterey Park- on the west, 
to Pomona and Claremont on the 
east, covering all intervening terri- 
tory from the mountains to the Val- 
ley boulevard on the south) was pre- 
sented to 150 city trustees, city en- 
gineers and interested citizens by 
Chief Engineer William J. Fox of 
the County Eegional Planning com- 
mission at a dinner meeting in the 
'Leven Oaks hotel in Monrovia last 
Thursday night. 


The meeting was called by the 


San Gabriel Valley Development as- 
sociation, of which Murray Vosburg 
of Azusa is president,1 and in his ab- 


f sence was presided over by Vice- 


President J. L. Matthews- of Covina. 
The discussion revolved around the 
map presented, which is called "Re- 
gional Plan of Major Highways for 
the San Gabriel Valley," and is 
understood to be a tentative plan to 
serve as a working basis. It is ex- 
pected that boards of trustees of in- 
corporated areas, development asso- 
ciations, subdividers" and property- 
owners will study this plan with the 
idea of bringing about a synchroniz- 
ed plan, with all municipal projects 


• designed to "tie in" with the 
county's plan, Mr. Fox, in his ex- 
tensive elucidation of the plan, de- 
clared that it had been placed on 
paper for the purpose of getting a 
start, and that it was up to all in- 
terested to give it careful scrutiny 
and "break it down" where it did 
not conform to the best interests of 
the valley, and to finally adopt a 
plan based on this tentative one, 
which would be satisfactory to all 
parts of the valley. 


MAP ENTIRE COUNTY 


The plan is the first section of a 


regional plan of major highways for 
the entire county. 
Details as to 


exact lines, highways, intersections, 
and grade crossing separations, will 
be worked out as separate studies, 
Mr. Fox explained. 
He took occa- 


sion to declare that Pasadena, Alta-1 
dena and cities south of these com- 
munities, were in.a deplorable statej 
for the lack of north and south ar- 
teries connecting them with the 
beaches, and that the-east end of 
the valley stood greatly in need of 
east and west highways. 
Some of 


these necessities have been anticipat- 
ed and are even partly on the way 
to becoming actual projects, such as 
the extension of Atlantic boulevard 
from Belvedere Gardens, over the 
hills to Monterey Park and north- 
ward to Pasadena, and the parallel 
road of Garfield avenue, which is 


-fflso^to Be But atruignt through the 
hills south 6f Monterey Park,, mak- 
ing a straight shoot from Pasadena, 
through 
Alhambra 
to 
Monterey 
Park and thence over the hills to 
Whittier boulevard. Rosemead ave- 
nue, still further east, is also well 
along in its preliminary work, and 
will also connect the foothill cities, 
via Rosemead, to the Valley boule- 
vard, and straight south to join the 
lower arteries. 


- ROAD ALONG FOOTHILLS 
Of the east and west highways, it 


is proposed that where the Foothill 
boulevard drops southward at the 
Duarte turn, the road shall be car- 
ried straight east on. a line north of 
the 
present 
Foothill 
boulevard, 


skirting the base of the mountains, 
and connecting north of Azusa with 
Sierra Madre avenue, thence to Glen- 
dora and on to the county line east- 
ward. It was reported by the Du- 
arte members present that work of 
clearing buildings and obstructions 
from the widening of Foothill boule- 
vard from Duarte to Azusa had be- 
gun, and that this coming summer 
would see this work under way. 


Across the center of the valley, the 


Arrow highway, long a project in the 
making, is progressing as to some 
of its principal links, but is being 
held up in other places. Work on 
this highway is well advanced on 
the western end, where three routes 
will be improved through Temple. 
This road will cross the San Gab- 
riel river on a modern concrete 
bridge, an assured part of the pro- 
ject, and will pass through south of 
Monrovia and Duarte, 'north of 
Baldwin Park, following Bonita ave- 
nue, north of Covina, passing through 
San Dimas and La Verne, and con- 
necting with the San Bernardino 
county link at Claremont. The right 
of way is 100 feet for the greater 
portion of the distance. A link be- 
tween La Verne and Claremont is 
still under dispute, but the remaind- 
er of the rop.d, with minor differences 
to compose, is nearly ready for the 
letting of contracts. 


LOWER HIGHWAY 


The map also carries as a second- 


ary highway the extension of Garvey 
road from El Monte, across the river 
to Baldwin Park, West Covina, and 
along Arroyo Drive, south of Co- 
vina, to the Covina-Pomona hill road, 
into Pomona. Paralleling to some 
extent above this road is the plan 
of carrying Ramona boulevard in 
South Alhambra on eastward through 
Wilmar, following the general line 
of the Pacific Electric, to join with 
the El Monte cut-off road to Bald- j 
win Park, linking in with the Co- 
vina boulevard at that point. 


Monrovia trustees reported that 


all their projects, both east and west 
and north and south, were well ad- 
vanced. El Monte road, connecting 
Monrovia with El Monte and pro- 
ceeding southward, is one of the 
main north and south roads shown 
on the regional map. Baldwin ave- 
nue is another that starts in Sierra 
Madre, bisects Arcadia and Temple, 
and is to be improved southward. 


IRWINDALE AVENUE 


Of interest to the communities of 


the east end of the valley is the 
proposal to make an improved sec- 
ondary north and south highway of 
Irwindale avenue. 
This road con- 


nects with Foothill boulevard at a 
point two miles west of Azusa, and 
proceeds due south through a new 
subdivision 
called 
Paramount 


Heights, passing the new industrial 
center • near the corner of Bonita 
avenue, and it is proposed to improve 
this road in a straight line south- 
ward across the lower Valley boule- 
vard and through the \hills into 
Turnbull canyon, thence to Whittier. 


All city officials in the valley, as 


well as all others interested, will 
receive copies of the regional map. 
Further conferences will be had with 
the planning commission. Copies of 
the map may be obtained from Ex- 
ecutive Secretary M. J. Haig of the 
San Gabriel Valley Development as- 
sociation', with offices at Covina. 
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San Gabriel Valley Roads— 


.The Regional Planning commission of Los Angeles county 


has issued a map, showing proposed new roads and the im- 
proving of old roads in the San Gabriel valley. It is an 
ambitious program, and should be studied carefully by all 
property owners and public officials. 


The San Gabriel valley lies between the main entrance 


into California and the metropolitan area of Los Angeles. 
The stream of new citizens coming from eastern states passes 
through New Mexico and Arizona, and arrives in California 
via San Bernardino county. It is in San Bernardino, River- 
side and Redlands that, the tourist gets the first glimpse of 
the orange groves, and as the journey progresses it is this 
great and continuous orchard of the San Gabriel valley that 
unrolls. 


There is no doubt but that the, view is fascinating, and 


that the valley looks desirable. But there always has been a 
dearth of good roads in the valley. We have a few main- 
traveled highways, but the interior of the citrus and walnut 
country has never been well served with good motor roads. 


While this is true, we should not be over-ambitious, or 


to make errors in planning these new roads that are undoubt- 
edly needed. That is why every citizen should get acquaint- 
ed with the plan, a plan which is tentative, and which is 
made for the purpose of getting started on something com- 
prehensive. These maps will be in the hands of all city offi- 
cials, and the tapayers. who will pay for these roads, should 
make a careful study of each proposition.

Truck-Trains of the future—- 


More than eighty per cent of the tonnage that comes into 


Los Angeles harbor is transported from the harbor in trucks, 
a recent survey shows. The railroads are getting but twenty 
per cent of this short-haul. 


We need good transcontinental motor roads as well as 


short-haul roads, but a real plan to tie the Atlantic with the 
Pacific with continuous motorways is a long time formulating. 
The need has been apparent for at least fifteen .years. But 
the government is cautious. 
^ 


A United States senator who fought for two decades to 


bring about the parcels post system, declared at one time 
that there were five major reasons why the parcels post had 
not, up to that time, been put into effect. And these five 
reasons he named as the five great express companies of the 
country. 


The express companies fought parcels post bitterly by 


every method known to expert lobbying and political pres- 
sure. Their claim at all times was that the express com- 
panies would be anihilated utterly by the parcels post. Five 
years after parcels post was put into effect the express com- 
panies were doing more business than ever, and they have 
continued to expand with our expanding country. 


The rail companies fear the coming of a nation-wide net- 


work of motorways adequate for transcontinental truck haul- 
ing. 
But it is probable that the railroads would benefit in 


the long run. New fortunes and new opportunities often 
come in the guise of disaster, to individuals and to corpora- 
tions. 


Officers of the Court— 


Lawyers are fond of referring to themselves, in their 


more expansive moments, as "officers of the court," whose 
sworn duty it is to see that the law is complied with. All 
members of the bar accept in principle the obligations of the 
title. But the manner in which individuals apply it in prac- 
tice shows that the duties and obligations the phrase implies 
have never been defined with any strictness, and that a great 
deal of liberty of conscience is permitted. 


Public praise is given the swiftness of Michigan justice, 


which sent Hotelling, the Michigan child-butcher, to prison 
for a life-term within a few days after his capture. 
The 


encomiums, however, should rather be bestowed upon Hotel- 
ling's lawyer, William Seegmiller, who made no attempt to 
win delay or to befog the issue. He interpreted his duty as 
an officer of the court to be the protection of the legitimate 
interests of his client; he did not conceive that he should 
attempt to save him from deserved punishment; seeing no 
injustice or infraction of Hotelling's rights he stood silent 
and let the law takes its course. 


The Michigan law and court"practice are not so markedly 


different from that of other states that this attorney could 
not have dragged out the trial for weeks or months had he 
so desired. But he was a lawyer, not a pettifogger. The fine 
example he set in the Hotelling case, were it more generally 
followed, would raise the bar in public estimation to an in- 
calculable degree.—Los Angeles Times.
